Wueruer the well-difpofed and 
well-informed part of any free fociety pol- 
fibly could preferve a republic from fink- 
ing into licentioufnefs mult always remain 
@ problem. There are periods’ when it 
feems {carcely poffible that fuch men fhould 
heartily and perfeveringly try to preferve 
the republic. They grow tired and dif- 
couraged, and in the progrefs from a good 
beginning toa bad end, they are brow-beat- 
en, hunted down and facrificed by the 
chiefs of an ignorant and vicious rabble. 
Towards the laft halt ot the republican 
race, fuch men thin off and difappear from 
the race ground, 

As hitherto: licentioufnefs has filenced 
and overpowered the wife and virtuous, 
there is reafon to fuppofe that good men 
really want means, at leaft efficient means 
to protra€t the duration of the public li- 
berty. Th former ages, no doubt, thov- 
fands of patriots have reaily loved liberty, 
and have loft it only becaufe they could 
not keep it. 

This preamble is rather a difheartening 
one to call on the federalifts to rally once 
more round their conftitution, after its late 
hair-breadth efcape. But falfe ap pear- 
ances, and falfe hopes can do nothing to- 
wards propping up our caufe. If we are 
men, let us look our affairs in the face. 
Let us fee that by ftanding fill we fhall be 
ruined, and if we exert ourfelyes, we can 
but be ruined. Indeed fome ftubborn hop- 
ers and felt deceivers feem refe!ved to ex- 








pe&t fomething good beyond ruin. Or- 
der will {pring out of confufion, they fay, 
after the people have feen the trial of it. 
Then things will come right again. Such 
hopers are almoit impatient for our ruin to 
be accomplifhed, that our future ftate of 
tranquil order may arrive the fooner. 
Vain expeétation! Revolution takes no 
feps backward. On it flaiks, like death, 
over heaps of flain, without the power of 
giving life to any thing but vermin. 

The fureft fign that a republic is falling, 
is that bad men are rifing. Thefeare the 
baleful figns of our times—and when fuch 
men get poffefled of power, worfe men, 
it worfé canbe found, may difpoffefs them 
of it; but how fhall good men reftore the 
loft authority of good principles? Will 
the tree of liberty, rotten to the heart, and 
girdled by twenty fenators’ axes, {prout 
again? Will the afhes of its temple rife 
once more, in all the beauty of the Gre- 
cian orders, frefh and unpolluted as tho’ 
it had never fuffered conflagration ?. Why 
then do we delude ourfelves with the o- 
pinion that the deliberate preference of 
bad men, knowa and proved badmen, who 
fit down infamous and contented, why do 
we perfift in thinking that the deep cor- 
ruption of our citizens, in prelerring fuch 
men, is not death to our liberty? And 
why do we hope againft hope, and imagine 
that death will not At// our conftiiuticn? 
The proot of this horrible truth is not yet 
three weeks old. 

When our citizens know, as know they 
mult, that their candidate is a bad man, 
when hundreds of them, nay, thoulands of 
them confefs they think him bad, and yet 
vote for him becaufe they think hima fit 
head for their party, and the ficter lor being 
very bad; furely it is time to lay, the head 
is corrupt; there is canker and gangrene 
at the heart. The people themfeives are 
degenerate, unworthy of liberty, and in- 
capable of maimaining it. It is too late 
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to fave the commonwealth and it is not 
worth faving. 


This defpairirg conclufion would be 
juft if our citizens were not in fa@ often 
more corrupt in politics than in morals, 
and if the great extent of the flate, and the 
obfcurity.and folitude of fome parts of it 
efpecially in Maine, did not hinder the 
light of truth from fpreading itfelf fuffi- 
ciently, before an ele&ion. Luckily the 
conftitution. has efcaped the death-ftroke 
for a year. We are fnatched from fate 
and-have a yearto confider. It is hard to 
gain the attention of people, in common 
life. Very hard to conquer their preju- 
dices which jacobinifm fpreads aver the 
whole !and; like the hot wind in the ea 
wafting the locufts. Men of {mall infor- 
mation ere alfo jealous of thofe who have 
more, and truth upon their minds, like 
rain on the pavement, will befpatter with- 
out penetrating them. 


What then is to be done ? Say nothing, 
ye lovers of liberty, and then fold your 
arms and die quietly. For, rely on it, 
our conftitution, if not fpeedily relieved, 
is to die of an apoplexy and not of a con- 
fumption. Let the federalifts do all they 
can. Let them refolve todo more than 
they eve; did before—let them conciliate 
the really worthy men among the demos 
crats, and by no means enter into fharp 
difputations, of refort to infults er reproa- 
ches. Above all things, let them look to 
the honeft men of the democrats as not.yet 
loft—not whelly abandoned to party. It 
is hard for one party to make way for truth 
by admonifhing and le&turing another. 
But men ot fome fenfe and principle 
fhould be excited and warned in every pof- 
fible way to fet about the work of thinking 
tor themfelves. Though federalifts can- 
not gain profelytes, a democrat it he is 
found at heart, muft be thick in the head, 
ithe cannot fee, in the late general court 
proceedings awtul reafons for hus fears. 
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Tt turns out that the people did choolea 
governor ; and that ihe Jucobins caare 
within a hair's breadth of impofing one up- 
on the fate without fuch choice by the 
people. Now honeft men of all parties, 
will you fay, can you fay inthe teeth of 
thig tremendous fat, that the leaders otf 
the Jacobin party mean no evil to the 
coniftitution and rights of the people ? 
Will you fay that they are the friends of 
liberty ? Suppofe a man fires a piftol at 
your head. If trom the want of having 
powder enough, the ball glances tram your 
fkull, if you have any brains left will you 
‘eall that affsffin your {friend ? Will you 
give him your armor, your keys, your wile 
and your children ? Such, people ot Mefla- 
ehufetts, is the queftion propofed to you. 
Af you, allow this to be a party queftion, 
and decide it as all party queftions are deci- 
ded, you are undone. Think tor yourfelves 
—Keep your fir thoughts locked up in 
your own bofoms, until you have ripened 
them. Then when you have fought infor- 
‘mation, not from party men, but from the 
edo of the general court, when you 

ave matured your judgmentin fuch a 
manner thet you can vouch for its being 
your own private judgmen:, your honeft re- 
fult may be trufted. It you think unly 
party thoughts inflead of your own, if you 
aft not by the light of your own confcien- 
ces, but as Bidwell’s book may dire@, you 
will vore another and another year tor an 
unworthy candidate, and it will not be ma- 
ny years that the trintaphant Jacobins wil! 
Mow you the privilege of uftmg and abu- 

ig the right of vouing a alt.e-the fate of 
rance awaits you. But perhaps many 
will.afk, why are we unce.fingly threaten- 
ed with the fate of France ? Anfwer—be- 
caufe there we {ee the brict biftory ot dem- 
ocratic republick. i began its race with 
joy and asdor and ran fo taf that it ran 
cut, in lefs than feven years.

ed ? Fheconttiution will beamockery ; 
yes, we have feen it, and the people them. 
felves as infignificanf as their conftitution, 

This yveara Mr, Goodwin and thirty 
others have flinched, to their honor be it 
remembered. Another year, party will 
train its foldicrs better, and there wil) be no 
fliaching. Sometimes in France, the rev- 
olution outran the leaders and new leaders 
fupplanted them. At o-her times thefe 
leaders outran the revolution.

EXPLANATION, 

A regiment is divided into two battalions, and 
each batialion into two wings, tour grand divisions, 
and eight platoons: four platoons make one wing, 
and two platoons a grand division A regiment is 
commanded by the colorel. the battalions by the 
majors, the wings, grand dividons, and platoons, by 
the cficers inline, The four oldest captains aze 
posted to the wings thus:

The captains are posted to the grand divisions thus:

And the officers are posted vo the platoonsas f llows:

The 17th officer is the ensign of 2d company, who 
will lead the platoon ona masth, as the captain falls 
mto the sear.

“IT is enerally imagined, but 
falfely that Mapekeone Bonagaite governs, 
or tyrannizes by himfelf; according to 
his.own capacity, caprices, or intereft : 
that all his éts, a}l his changes, are the fole 
confequence of his own exclufive, unpre- 
judiced will, as well as unlimited authori- 
ty ; that both his greatnefs and his little. 
nefs, his fucceffes and his crimes, origin- 
at€ entirely with himfelf ; that the forcu- 
nate hero, who marched triumphant over 


the Alps, and the daftardiy murderer that — 


difgraced human nature at Jaffa, becaufe 
the fame perfon, owed vitory to himfelf 
alone, and by himfelf alone commanded 
 maffacre ; that the fame genius, unbiaffed 
and unfupported, cruthed faétions, ereét- 
‘eda throne, and reconftru&ted racks ; that 
-the fame mind reftored and protefted chrif- 
tianity, and profcribed and affaflinated a 
‘d’Enghien. 

** All thele contradi€tions, all thefe vir- 
‘tues and vices, may be found in the fame 
perfon ; but Bonaparte, individually, or 
‘Holated, has no claim to them. Except 
onfome fudden occafions, that call for im. 
mediate decifion, no fovereign rules lefs 
‘by bimfelf than Bonaparte ; becaufe no 
‘fovereign is more furrounded by favorites 
and counfellors, by needy adventurers and 
ratty intriguers. 


** What fovervign has more relatives to 
enrich, or more fervices to recompence ; 
more evils to repair, more jealoufies to 
‘dread, mese danyers to fear, more clamors 
to filence ; or fands more in need of in- 
formation and advice ? Let it be remem- 
bered, that he, who now governs empires 
and nations, ten yesrs ago commanded on- 
ly a battery ; and five years azo was only a 
military chiettain. The difference is as

Be- 
fides, the education which Bonaparte re- 


ceived was entirely military ;. and a man 


(iet bis innate abilities be ever fo furprif- 
ing or excellent) who, during the firft thir- 
ty years of hio life, has made euher mili- 
tary or political ta€lics or exploits his on- 
ly fludy, certainly cannot excel equally in 
the cabinet and inthe camp. It would be 
as foolifh to believe, as abfurd to expe&, a 
perfetion almof beyond the reach of any 
man; and of Bonaparte more than an 
one elfe. A man who, like him, is the 
continual flave of bis own paflions, can 
neither bea good nor a juft, an independ- 
ent nor immaculate matter.” 


DUROC, 


The following anecdote is related of Duroc, one of 
Bonaparte’s partitular favorites :— 


** AMONG Talleyrand’s temale agents, 
fent to cajole Paul I. during the latter part 
ot his reign, was a Madame Boneeil, whole 
real name is de F When this un- 
fortunate prince was no more, moft of the 
French male and female intriguers in Ruf- 
fia thought it meceffary to fhift their quar- 
ters, and to expe& on the territory of neu- 
tral Pruffia further inftru€tions trom Pa- 
ris, where and howto proceed. Madame 
Boneeil had removed ta Koenigfberg. In 
the fecond week of May, 1801, when Du- 
roc paffed through that town for St. Pe- 
terfburgh, he vifited this lady, according 
tn the orders of Bonaparte, and obtained 
from ber a lift of the names of the princi- 
pal perfons, who were inclined to be fer- 
viceable to France, and might be trufted 
by him uponthe prefent occafion. By in- 
attention or miftake fhe had mif-{pelled the 
name of one of the moft trufly and aélive 
adherentset Bonaparte ; and Durac, there. 
tore, inftead of addrefiing bimfell to the 
Polifh Count de S—iz, went cto the Polith 
Count de S——iz. This latter was as 
much flattered as furprifed, upon feeing 
an aid-de-camp and envoy of the Firfl Con- 
{ul of France enter his apartments, feldom 
vifited before but by ufurers, gamefters, 
and creditors; and on hearing the obje& 
ol this vifit, began to think either the en- 
voy mad or himfell dreaming. Under. 
ftanding, however, that money would be 
of little confideration, if the pojnt défired 
by the Firfl Conful could be. carried, he 
determined ‘vo take advantage of this fo:tu- 
nate hit, and invited Duroc to fup with 
him the fame evening ; when he promifed 
him he fhould meet with perfons who could 
do his bufinefs, provided his pecuniary re- 
fources were as ample as he had ftated. 

«This Count de S tz, was one of the 
moft extravegant and pruflgae fubjcés 
that Ruflia bad acquired by the partition 
of Poland. iter {quandering away his 
own patrimony, he hadruined his mother 
and two fifters, and {nbfified now entirely 
by gambling and borrowing. -Ameng his 
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aflociatet, in fimilar circumfla 
himfelt, was a Chevetier de 7 BaP gy 
French adventurer, pretending 
emigrant from the vicinity of £ 
To bim was communicated what 
pened in the morning ; and his ad 
afked how to a& in the evening. It was 
foon fettled, that de Gavlac fhovid be 
transformed into a Ruffian Count de W_. 
a nephew and confidential fecretary of the 
chancellor of the fame name ; and that one 
Caumartin, another Fiench adventurer 
who taught fencing at St. Peterfhuroh, 
fhould a€t the part ot Prince de Mi, an 
aid-de-camp of the emperor ; and that all 
three together fhould firip Duroc, and 
fhare the fpoil. At the appointed hour 
Bonaparte’s agent errived, anc was com. 
pletely the dupe of theic adventurers, who 
plundered him of twelve hundred thou. 
fand livres, 50,000!, Though not many 
days pafied betore he difcovered the im- 
polition, prudence prevented him trom de. 
nouncing the impoftors ; and this blunder 
would have remained a fecret between 
himfelf, Bonaparte, and Talleyrand, had 
not the unufual ex penles of Caumartinex. 
cited the fofpicion of the Ruffian police 
minifter, who foon difcovered the fource 
from which they had flowed. De Gan. 
fac had the imprudence to return to this 
capital laft {pring, and is now fhut up in 
the Temple, where he probab!y will be 
forgotten. 


‘© Asthis lofs was more afcribed tothe 
negligence ot Madame Bona), than to 
the mifmanagement of Duroc, or bis want 
ot penetration, his receptioa at the Thuil- 
eries, though not fo gracious as on his re- 
turn from Berlin, nineteen months before, 
was however fuch as convinced him, that 
it he had not increafed, he had at the fame 
time not leffened, the confidence of his 
mafter: and indeed fhortly afterwards 
Bonaparte created him firft prefeét of his 
palace, and procared him tor a wife the 
only daughter of a rich Spanifh banker. 
Rumour however fays, that Bonaparte was 
not quite difinterefled, when he command- 
ed and concluded th's match, and that the 
fortune ot Madame Duroc has paid for the 
expenfive fupper of her bufband with 
Ccunt de S——tz2 at St. Peterfbargh.”

I HAVE noticed in the paper entithd the 
*« Werrness ” for two weeks past, pretended state 
ments of my conduct as Soertff, towards SELLECE 
OSBORN, a prisoner m te jail of this county: 
These statements are calculaicd to destroy the con 
fidence of the public m me, as one of thert officers, te 
jnduce a belief chat 1 have adopred a course oF con- 
duct towards Osborn, entirely new, and unwarrant 
aule by our law, or the usage of sherfis in simula’ 
cases. 
li the design of these publications was to apt 4 
or in any way injure my privure characier, the pe 
lic showid-not be woukled with amy ‘siatément, SP 
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way of defence + but as the attack is made upon my 
official conduct, justice to my fellow-citizens demands 
of me a statement of the facts. spn 

In March last, $. Osborn was tried and convict- 
td, by the hon. county ¢ourt, for Litchfield county, 
for publishing 2 false and malicious libel en the 
character of Julius Deming, esq. and was by ‘the 
court sentenced to “find a bond of 500 dolis. to keep 
the peace and be of good behaviour; to pay a Jjine 
ef 106 dollars, pay the cost of prosecuiion, and stand 
COMMATTED until judgment was complied with.” 
After consultation, O. by his counsel, made the fol- 
lowing motiontothecourt: ‘* That if he was obliged 
to be confined in jail at that time, for not complying 
with the judgment of the court, and should at any 
future time wish to give the ¢0:d. I might be in- 
structed by the court to take it.’”’. The court, afier 
hearing the motion, unanimously decided, * that they 
tould give me no orders about it; that I must know 
ny duty, and would do it.” I then notified O. and 
his frends (Messrs. M. Seymour, jun and E Board- 
man) that if they intended to give bail for O. they 
must do it before he was committed, and before the 
court rose; as it was the business of the court to see 
the bond properly taken, and not a thing within my 
province, as sheriff. The court rose the day that 
sentence was passed upon O. which was about 11 
or 12 o'clock. 

The friends of O. requested that he might not be 
committed until 4 o’clock, P.M. to which I agreed. 
When taken to the jail, he was shewn the various 
apartments, and told that he might bave his choice 
of the rooms. He made choice of the south room 
upon the lower floor, as being the lest lighted, and 
the most accessible to his friends; from which room 
he has never been removed. At that time there 
were no debtors confined in jail, and but two crimi- 
fals; One of which, a woman, by the name of Ca. 
tharine Payne, was confined for burning a barn, 
in an upper room ; the other a man by the name of 
Bebee, who had been tried on an indictment for 
murder, and acquitted, but ordered by the court to 
psy the cost of prosecution ; for which he is now 
hoiden in jail. ‘The day following there was a Ger- 
man brought to jail, charged with having commit- 
ted a rape, and put into the roomwith Bebee. Not 
Many days after Osborn’s confinement, a debtor was 
brought to jail, and to save O. the inconven‘ence 
and mortification of being confined with other cri- 
minals, Mr. Cook, the jailor, entered into an agree- 
ment with the debtor, that he would take no legal 
advantage of Mr.Cook, if he was committed with 
criminals ; a prastice contrary to the statute law of 
this state, which is, « That no debtor shall be lode. 
ed in the same room with Jelons, on penalty,” &. 
This mode of confining prisoners, was practised, by 
consent of debtors, at various times, Until the 27th 
of Jue last, for the express purpose of accommo- 
dating O. when an unfortunate young man, by the 
name of Baldwin, who has been it a. state cf de- 
rangemeni for gome time past, was brought to the 
jail. by Mr. N. Robins, a deputy sheriff, charged 
with having committed an assault and battery upon 
the bedy of a young woman. 1 accompanicd Mr. 

Robbins to the jJaily and as Mt. Cook was not at

Paes a afier Baldwin was committed, 
, $. 5. P. Beers, O. Seymour, and O. Lewis, 
jun facG on me at my house, and wished to know 
* if Baldwin could not Be removed from the room 
where O. was confined ;” Staiing, ** that O. was 
unweil, and they were under. grear apprehensions 
for nis hie, if Baldwin w as suflered to remain with 
Wim.” Ltold them i was inipossible for me to re- 
move hin) that night. here being no room in the 
J4s unoccupied. ‘key wized me to go down to the 
Ja", * and see what could be «lone ;” stating ‘ that 
Mr. Co°k was not at home.” $1 went to the jail 
with them, and'there found 15 cr 20 men assem- 
blen on the uccasion; most cf whom were the par- 
Nevlar and professed frends of Osborn. Some of 
them proposed tha: I should rake Baldwin cw of 
the room on which he (8 ) was confined, and put 


him into the north F20m, on the lower floor, by him- 
do<onvuct them that this requesi-could not 


welt. 
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be safely complied with, they were immediately eon- 
ducted to the room, and shewn its insecure sfiua- 
tion ; it not having been occupied since my concern 
with the jail, and I presume not for several years 
before. Is was next proposed, by those preseut, 
that Baldwin should be taken out of joil, and pur 
under keepers. They were then asked, what apo- 
logy I could make to the public, shevld Baldwin 
escape from his keepers ? Or who would be respon- 
sible to me for the prisoner? To which Mr Ozias 
Lewis, jun. replied, that * if 1 would take Baldwin 
out of Osborn’s room, they would give mea bond so 
large, thatif’ I was broken from being sheriff for it, 
I should get more money oui of the bond, than ever 
I should by being sheriff.” Some of the gentlemen 
proposed that two or three of them should be shut 
up in the room with QO. that night, to take care of 
him, and to act as keepersto Baldwin, and protect 
their friend from;harm. These proposals. were 
considered as inconsistent with my duty, or with 
any former usage; and with the last, especially, I 
could not be expected to comply—for the number 
already confined in jasl/was so great, that I had rea- 
son to fear, that some of them might have friends 
abroad who would furnish insirdments for the pur- 
pose of breaking the jail. But, to satisfy the ap: ti- 
cahts, and te remove all preter ded uneasiness on ac- 
count of Osborn's danger, I shied trom an upper 
apartment, into the room with Osborn and Lee, one 
of the prisoners, of whoin .’s frie: ds were less a- 
fraid than of Baldwin, and put Baldwin into the 
room with Bebee andthe German: ‘This appeared 
to give general satisfaction to Osborn and his friends. 
The day following I repaired the north room.in such 
manner, as was considered sufficient for the safe- 
keeping of Baldwin ; into which he was committed, 
and where he has since remained by himself. 

After this, I was threater.ed with suits, for hav- 
ing confined debtors and criminals in the same room, 
contrary to statute. Mr.Cook (the jailor) and my. 
self, then concluded we had better lodge our prison- 
ers in the mannerdirected by statute; and we ac- 
cordingly took Beebe and ihe German from the 
upper reom, and put them into the room with Os- 
born—co™ining the debtors in the apartment from 
which Beebe and the German had been taken. At 
the same time Ll :old Osborn, that when the upper 
room was vacant, Beebe and the German should be 
put back, and he (O.) have his room 'o himself, un- 
ti) othet debtors were Committed ; and that in such 
case they must be confined as they then were. Not 
many days after this conyersaiion, the debtors who 
had been clos¢ly impris’ ned were all discharged, 1 
went to the prison intendaig ce make the shift of 
prisoners, according topromise. Mr, Cook being 
absent, and not thinking it prudent to remove the 
prisoners withcut his assistance, the business was 
delaved. I was at the jail three times in the course 
of the day atid evening ; the last time Mr Cook had 
returned-—and while we were conversing om the 
subject of removal, Mr. Comstock, deputy sheriff, 
presented a debtor for commitment; informing us 
that the person was to be confinec’ fw close jail. This 
circumstance prevented, at that tire, the contem- 
plated shift—1tho’ Mr. Comstock did nor del'ver up 
his prisoner till next morning: since which, not 
withstanding all the clamour, and complairits in the 
Witness, there has been no vacant rcom in the jail. 

On the Tuesday following, Moses Seymour, esq 
invited me to go with him to his ofice—telling me 
he wanted to talk over Oshorn's situation—and made 
some remarks respecting the feelings of the people 
about Osborn's confinement with criminals. At the 
office we met general Skinner and deacon Lewis. 
*squire Seymour informed the gentlemen, that “ he 
had invited me down there to1alk over that busi- 
ness; upon which the deacon immediately rose, 
and went out of the ropm, remarking, he * woudd 
gound call in'them folks.” The deacon very soon 
returnedyin company with Seth P. Beers and Jo- 
seph L. Smith, e:qrs. when the subject of Osborn’s 
confinement was again intreduced; , at the same 
time Mr. Smith presented me one of the ** Commu- 
nications,’ a5 they please to stilethem. The object 
of the first “ communication” was to request, or ra- 
ther to demand of me, that bail should be taken tor 
Seiieck Osborn, and he be permitted to have the li- 
berties of the prison yard; claiming that he oegh: 
to be considered and ireated as a dedtor, and not as 
acriminal! B told them tirere was no necd of writ- 
ing any hing on this subject; conversing it cver 
avould have answered as well. “'Squwre Seymour 
chgerved that “he told them to put what they want-

ed to state on paper, and then there would be nodis- 
putes about it; that it they did mot, we shoold be 
certificating about it nexr.” I remarked, thatthe 
*‘ communication” was not signed, and 
that their names had better be put to it :

Benedict, esqre. of this town, ak of whom agreed 
with thé other gen'lenn} in epi.iow, that I wasner 
au: horized and hed no power to take bonds. *Squiré 
Seymour hinselt, after h:ving, at Wy request, con- 
sidesed the question, gave it as his ¢pimion, (‘es 2 
man, not as 2 magis:rate”’) tha; | could wottaLe 
bonds for O, ; 
The substance of the second ** contmunicatien” 
was, that ** Osborn be permined to arvend public 
worship, on Sundays, and join with his feiiow-crea- 
tures in the worship of his God”? This request I 
have not yet Chowk proper to comply wkh; re- 
flecting that if O. was perminted 1> this privilege, 
Catharine Paine would claim the same imdu'penee. 
I mention her first, because she is the only person 
in jail, excep: O. who has been convicted ; there- 
fore her case, in this respect, compare’s with Os- 
bern’s. Certainly, if the persons alluded co areal. 
lowed to a'tend meeung, 4 must be conceded that 
Beebe’s right is at least as plausible, since he has 
heen tried and acquitted; and the German, thongia 
charged with @ very heinous and capital crime, yet 
not having had atrial, is at present to be 
innocent. Besule; there is generally some very ho- 
nest men confined im jail for debt, who might very 
justiy think thernsélves hardly treated, should they 






be denied the atrention granted to criminals. An», 


other reason, whichsopera es on my mind is, that by 
the very gct of granting the indulgence, I should. be 
guilty of a breach of duty, and subject my elf to 
criminal prosecaticn. Upem the whole, I have coii- 
cluded not ro mus'er the prisoners on Sundays to ate 
tend public worship. 

The third «* communication’ requests me to ree 
store Osborn to his former situation im the jail, with 
debtors, and allow him still to see his friends.” If 
Osborn stands committed as a criminal, (as all mew 
ought to know is the case) he is confined where he 
cught tobc,and where he must be, unul some change 
takes place with respect to the prisoners Mow ju 
jal. As iothar par: of the ** communication.” 
which states, that Crborn 1s 100 alleaved to see hue 
friends ! Mr Cook, he jailer, tok’ me chis day, that 
he had always, when homself at home, («xcept in 
one instance, and at ‘hat ume he was preparing and 
expected every moment to leave home) suffered Os- 
boru's friends to go into the jail, and remain with 
him as long as they pleased, ft is not to be expect. 
ed, however, t.at hereafter his visitors will be al, 
owed in large companies, totarry long in the room 
with him; as this privilege has heretofore been a- 
bused, tv the purposes of DRIXKrxG and Gam 
BLING. ‘Thed- ors of hisapartment are, generally, 
open in the day time, except one, through which 
there is an opeamg large enough for his triends to 
see and converse with hyn. 

_ Asio the walls being « damp and ragged,” and 
7.3 Wo the state of the air, L would merely remark, 
that he is confined in the prison built by the county,
